South  Siders  Claim  First  World  Series  Title  Since  the  Days  of  Shoeless  Joe  Jackson

^On  a  sunny,  beautiful  spring  day,  a  few 
friends  and  I  took  a  drive  into  fhe  city  not 
knowing  tfiat  we  were  about  to  see  the 
first  gome  of  the  season  for  a  feam  that  no 
one  thought  was  going  to  make  it  this  year. 
Opening  Day  2005. ..the  shortest  baseball 
game  I  have  ever  attended  in  my  life.  In  less 
than  two  hours,  the  White  Sox  took  a  lead 
that  they  kept  for  the  duration  (^^e^eason, 
defeating  the  Indians  1-0. 

From  May  to  August  the  Sox  were 
unbeatable.  The  entire  city  was  on  its  feet 
waiting  to  see  if  the  Sox  could  bring  a  World 
Championship  to  Chicago  for  the  first  time  in 
almost  ninety  years. 

Then,  mid-August  came  and  the  headlines  in 
the  paper  were  changing. .."ChlOKEI"  It  was  so 
terrible  to  see  everyone  lose  faith  in  a  team  that 
seemed  to  have  it  all  just  a  few  weeks  before 
that.  The  Sox  lost  their  fifteen  game  lead  over 
the  Indians  within  the  last  few  weeks  of  the 
season  and  the  Indians  came  within  one  and  a 
half  games  of  taking  first  place  over  the  Sox.

After  the  Sox  won  that  night,  I 
could  not  believe  my  eyes.  I  had  never  seen 
so  many  people  cheering  for  the  same  thing  in 
the  same  place  before  in  my  entire  lifel  From 
the  time  Bobby  Jenks  got  the  last  out  until  I  had 
gotten  in  my  car,  the  only  thing  I  could  hear 
was  the  banging  of  thunder  sticks  and  "Let's 
Go  White  Sox.'" 

To  yet  again  prove  everyone  wrong,  the  Sox 
went  on  to  sweep  the  Red  Sox  and  advance 
to  the  American  League  Championship  Series. 
Again,  I  knew  that  I  had  to  be  there,  but  this 
time  I  was  not  as  lucky.  After  spending  over 
an  hour  online  and  on  the  phone,  I  never  got 
through.  My  next  step. ..EBAY. 

A  few  days  later,  I  told  my  boss  at  work  that 
I  had  to  go  to  the  bathroom,  and  instead  I 
went  into  the  break  room  to  use  the  computer. 
One  of  my  auctions  was  about  to  end  and  I 
had  to  be  there  to  fight  for  the  tickets.  5-4-3-2- 
1  you  are  the  winner!  And  I  had  my  tickets  to 
game  two  of  the  ALCS  against  the  Angels.

The  Sox  had  won  the  first  three  games 
against  the  Astros,  one  of  them  being  the 
longest  World  Series  game  in  history.  Game 
four  came  and  I  cannot  remember  another  time 
when  I  was  more  nervous  to  watch  a  baseball 
game.

Tfie  Elmhursf  Pork  District  and  Elmhurst 
College  worked  together  to  improve  Salt 
Creek  Park  for  the  community.  After  reviewing 
a  number  of  potential  sites,  the  Park  Board  of 
Commissioners  approved  plans  to  construct 
an  NCAA-caliher  softball  diamond  for 
the  Elmhurst  College  softball  team  and  an 
improved  facility  for  the  community  in  Salt 
Creek  Park. 


Elmhurst  College  paid  for  the  majority  of 
e  project  for  the  Blue  Jay  women's  softball 


team  to  use  the  park.  By  working  together 
on  this  project,  the  Park  District  and  Elmhurst 
College  saved  the  residents  approximately 
$200,000  in  construction  and  maintenance. 
The  field  was  dedicated  on  Sunday,  April  23. 

Salt  Creek  Park  is  located  at  574  W. 
Second  Street,  just  east  of  Route  83.  The 
park  is  the  second  oldest  in  the  Elmhurst  Park 
District.

The  Bluejays  took  both 
games  against  Benedictine  University,  followed  by  two 
games  dropped  to  Aurora  University.  The  season  came 
to  a  close  with  a  split  against  Judson,  leaving  the  team 
with  a  20-19  record.  Four  members  of  the  team  were 
named  to  the  all-conference  team:  Hilary  Pietrucha, 
Katie  Gervase,  Jenny  Winters,  and  Jennifer  Cromer.
